RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Northern Pacific and Wisconsin Central 
— Helena’s Offer. 


New To, March %.—The officers of the 
Northern Pacitic Railroad Co. yesterday re- 
fused to confirm the reports from Phila- 
delphia that the traffic lease of the Wisconsin 
Central was practically settled and would be 
approved by the Northern Pacific directors 
to-morrow. The lease has been under con- 
sideration for a long time and the re- 
lations now existing between the 
two corporations are very close. 
Wall street has expected for some 


time that these relations would finally be 
cemented by a formal contract to cover a long 

riod of years, but the methods of the 
Northern Pacific directors in considering the 
joint arrangement with the Union Pacific re- 
specting the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
have created a feeiing of skepticism as to the 
deal whether any decided action will be 
taken.

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THE DETAILS OF A COWARDLY ASSAULT 
UPON A BEPORTEK.

Driver Gray of the Fire Department Dis- 
graces Himself in Public—Story of the 
Trouble—The Doings of the Day in Bast 
St. Louls—Notes and Happenings in 
Belleville. 


Some excitement was caused on Main street 
near Missouri avenue in East St, Louis yes- 
terday morning by a cowardly assault made 
dy Bob Gray, a fireman, on two 8t. Louis re- 
porters, one of whom was Mr. Richard Gar- 
rett, the East St. Louis reporter of the Post- 
DISPATCH. The attack was entirely unpro- 
voked and unwarranted, and was universally 
condemned by those who were witnesses of 
the affair. Mr. D. G. Ramsay, the attorney, 
was standing by at the time and by reason 
of his interference the assault was pre- 
vented from becoming serious, though Gray’s 
intentions were brutal, He struck three 
times at Mr. Garrett, but the latter warded off 
the blows, and Gray was placed under con- 
trol before he could continue the assault. 

The circumstances under which the act was 
committed made it an aggravated one, though 
fortunately as stated the consequences to Mr. 
Garrett were not serious. Gray it seems had a 
grievance against a Globe- Democrat reporter 
whose inclination to ‘‘fake,’’ the city officials 
claim, has led him into the fault of being un- 
able to properly represent facts. This re- 
porter had written an article which reflected 
on the administration, and put Gray in what 
he considered an unfavorable light. Gray isa 
man who forms the most violent antagonisms 
on the slightest provocation, and whose an- 
tipathy is ftrequdntiy as unreason- 
able as his temper is always un- 
governabie. His indignation against the re- 
porter, who he thought had wilfully maligned 
him, knew no bounds, and he was seeking an 
opportunity to vent itwhen the sightof the 
offending individual in front of Attorney D. 
G. Ramsay's office, on Main street, about 10 
o’clock yesterday morning, gave him the 
chance he desired. He accosted the reporter 


and at once began loud and violent abuse. 
His languege was such as to attract those 
who happened to be in the immediate 
vicinity. Among those who went to in- 
vestigate the cause of the troubie 
was Mr. Garrett of the Post-DisratTcu. Mr. 
Garrett had been standing but a short dis- 
tance away talking with Mr. Rameay,who was 
furnishing bim information for an ftem. As 
be approached Gray he started to make a note 
of what Mr. Ramsay had told fim. Gray,sap- 
posing without any reason whatever that Mr. 
Garrett was putting someting down about 
him, turned on him in a vio- 
lent assion, began to abuse and 
villity bim in the coarsest manner and then 
made an attempt to strike him. His hoodlum 
like intentions failed, bowever, Mr. Garrett 
warding off his first few blows and Mr. 
Ramsay interfering to prevent the continu- 
ance of the shameful assault. Mr. Garrett 
made no aggressit¥e movement when Gray 
tried to strike him but imply defended bim 
self and when Gray was placed under control 
walked quietly away.

His habit of writing up imag!i- 
nary «ccurrences has resulted in bie inability 
to corpectly set forth facts, and his articles 
naturally therefore provoke much teel- 
ing. The fakes which he writes 
up @aily are nearly all of a criminal 
character and consequently are likely to give 
the city a bad name. any of them have 
caused the police a great deal of unnecessary 
trouble, butl have allowed dim to continue 
his practice witbout serious remonstrance, 
because Ido not want it said that the police 
are attempting to bulldose the press, as was 
the custom in years gone by. The police are 
not the only persons, however, who have been 
caused trouble by his articies of fiction.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE. 


The Senate Considers and Passes Bills— 
House Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 26,—The Senate 
spent the greater portion of the forenoon in 
the discussion of the electoral reform bill 
(Australian system.) The discussion was on 
the engrossment of the bill, A number of 
amendments were adopted, one of which 
limited the application of the bili to cities of 
5,000 inhabitants or more. Senator Ryors en- 
deavored to engraftan amendment requiring 
the different political tickets to be of different 
colors. The amendment, however, Was 
promptly voted down. The meagre majority 
by which the bill as amended was ordered to 
engrossment, if to be relied upon at all as an 


indication of the chances ofthe bill to be- 
come a law, certainly shows that it hangs up- 
onthe narrowest hopes and without the 
amendments tacked on it to- day it stood no 
earthly chance of passage. But that it is 
made applicable to only cities of 5,000 inhabi- 
tantsor more, it may succeed in obtaining 
the requisite eighteen votes in a full Senate. 
The bill of Senator McGinnis amending the 
Drabelle school law in St. Louis by changing 
the mode of filling vacancies in the School 
Board, passed the Senate without opposition. 
The bill authorizes the Schoo Board 
to fill all vacancies occurring therein until the 
next general school election, thus avoiding 
the expense of a special election for this pur- 


pose. 

The bill of Senator Busche setting apart the 
first Friday after the first Tuesday in April as 
arbor day forthe planting of shade trees by 
the teachers and students of the public 
schools came up for third reading and final 
passage, and after some skirmishing the bill 
was passed, Senators McKillop and Sheldon 
casting the only negative votes. 

The revised insurance bill was reported in 
both Houses to-day. As stated in the Post- 
DISPATCH last Friday the bill fixes the taxes 
on all foreign insurance companies at 2 per 
cent on their gross earnings, in lieu of all 
other taxes except licenses and fees. It also 
provides that the office of the Commissioner 
of Insurance shall be located at Jefferson City 
and reduces bis salary to $3,000 per annum. 

Senator McGinnis’ bill appropriating 818. 
000 for improving and finishing the Govern- 
or’s mansion passed the Senate without op- 
position. 

Senator Clay presented a remonstrance 
signed by over six hundred citizens of 
Audrain County, protesting against the pas- 
sage of the bill now pending providing for the 
establishment of a State farm.

He is a 
man of unusual nerve and bravery and returned 
the next night determined to solve the mystery. 
Soon after he retired he again heard the walk- 
ing, when suddenly a hand seized bim and 
jerked him out ot the bed. He could see no 
one, and, trembling with fear, he hastily left 
the building and nothing could ever induce 
bim to return. 

About ten years ago Mr. W. 8. Shirley, an at- 
torney, living at Spring Ctty, had been in the 
upper room of the Court-house during the 
day and had lefta book there. After supper 
he went afler the book, coming back on a run 
and never stopping until he had left the Court- 
house far behind him. When questioned, he 
said that as he stooped for the book the form 
of aman leaned over him with lighted blue 
candles about its head. He didn’t remain to 
cultivate an acquaintance with the gentieman. 
One night. a few years ago, T. J. Howard, 
pow Chief of Police at Chattanooga, was sit- 
ting in the court-room with a friend, They 
bad bullt a fire in the stove which ignited a 
plece of cloth that had in some way come in 
eontact with the stovepipe on the second 
floor. Howard went upstairs, taking 
some matches to light his way, and succeeded 
in putting out the firé. Not knowing where 
the stovepipe went, he climbed into the 
cupola to satisfy himself that the fire was out. 
As he descended the iadder leading from the 
cupola, his matches became exhausted and he 
had to pe his way in the dark. When he 
reach the bottom of the ladder a voice 
said: Is the fire all out?’’ Howard sup- 
posed it was his friend whom he had left 
downstairs, and answered without fear or sur- 
prise: ‘‘Ithinkitis.’’ He felt a sudden chill 
pass over bim, because he could neither see 
any one nor hear footsteps, aithough the 
voice was directly in front of him. 

When he reached the lower: room he said to 
his friend, who was sitting by the fire where 
he had left him. 

How did you get down bere?’’ 

Why, said the friend, I haven't moved 
from this chair since you left.’’ 

Chief Howard says he wouldn’t have gone 
up-stairs again forany price, although he is 
far from superstitious. 

The man, or apparition, whichever it is, bas 
been seen through the window a few times, 
but he is not visible, although he can be heard 
waiking the floor almostevery night. The 
character and standing of the witnesses gives 
the Court- house widespread notoriety as being 
haunted. There are three theories extant. One 
that it is the spirit of the murdered man, Peter 
son, haunting the place; another that Jimmy 
Lonesome is responsible for the disturbances; 
and athird thatthe room has been occupied 
all these years by a man who for some reason 
has exiled himself from the world and has 
constructed a hole or place of some kind 
where he can disappear when the room is 
searched. The wo ange A would probably be 
solved by the tearing down of the building, 
but the people have become so superstitious 
concerning it that it will probably be im- 
possibie to utilize it as a poor-house, as is 
now intended. 


A Ghost in a Hollew Tree. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 20.—Nowhere on 
Hoosier soil has nature nourished such giant 
trees as in the Pogue’s Run Bottoms. On East 
Michigan avenue, beyond the creek, is one 


monarch whose branches have a diameter of 
over a hundred feet, and close to this one is 
the stump of a burnt-out sycamore, still show- 
ing signs of life, in which a family could com- 
fortably live. The interior of the hollow tree 
is eight feet across in the clear. 

But one tree belonging to this group is better 
known than all tne rest. It is sometimes called 
‘‘hangman’s Elm, sometimes the ‘‘gallows 
tree’’ and occasionally the boys of the neigh- 
borhood speak of it as‘‘the home of the ghost.’’ 
During the war,one day when there was bloody 
news from the front, and when human life 
was cheap the body ofan unknown man was 
found hanging from this particular tree. Sol- 
diers who climbed the tree to cut down the 
body found a curiously concealed opening 
into the tree. It was instantly concluded that 
the holiow interior of the elm should be the 
place of sepulchure. The body was lowered 
into the hollow tree, but apparently it struck 
no bottom. Certainly it gave forth no sound 
in talling. 

It may bave been that the dust and accumu- 
lation of rotted particles of the tree’s heart 
had made a soft, deep bed within so that no 
sound of the fallin body came forth. Or, 
was it possible that the spreading roots of the 
elm walled in a deep cave of the winds’’ or 
well? Atany rate, nothing was heard when 
the body tumbled to its uncertain grave.

Dancing Ghosts, 


From the Kansas City Times. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., February 25.—This city, 
for more than five years past, has had within 
its limits many haunted buildings that have 


led many to believe that ghosts were a reali 
and disembodied spirits are free to act an 
often materialize and assume the form of 
human beings. The old Delaware Mills, that 
stand on the north bank of the Kaw River, 
have during these years Caused a great deal of 
comment among the sceptics who are slow to 
believe in modern ghosts as they come down 
to us from the past. 

In 1862 Orlando Darling, a native of Ver- 
mont, came to this place, and with the as- 
sistance ofa banker erected a sawmill on the 
site where the Delaware mille now stand. 
Business began to boom and several young 
men found employment in the mill. Among 
them was a man named Thompson, who one 
evening was shot in a row at a dance and fell 
dead from the effects ot a bullet from a re- 
volver in the hands of a young man by the 
name of Crone. Thompson fell to the ground 
and expired almost instantly. His remains 
were brought tothe mill that evening and lay 
in state about twenty-four hours, viewed 
by hundreds of his friends. His body 
was sent East to his friends for burial. 
Crone, the murderer, Was arrested and con- 
fined in the county jailfor several months, but 
was afterwards released on condition that he 
would enlist in the United States army, which 
he did, and served until the close of the war. 
A year or two later Dariing’s mill was con- 
verted into a flouring mill, and remained such 
for several years, when the proprietor failed 
and let the country for California. The prop- 
erty then changed hands, and after two or 
three transfers became the property of the 
Union Pacific Railway, and since then, or 
about five years ago, it has been abandoned 
and been used as a barbor for tramps. 

Since these milis became the property of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Co. great stories have 
been told by many who claim to be eye-wit- 
nesses to nightly visitants in the form of 
spirits under the captaincy of this man Thomp 
son, who spent his last days on earth in and 
around this old building. These ghosts are 
said to be noisy by immediate neighbors living 
nearthe mill. These spirits, to the number of 
thirty or more, meet about 2 p. m. and then 
clear the room of all lumberand other material 
lying around loose in the third story of the 
buliding. They then commence their gymnas- 
tics with yells and shrieks that would cause a 
demon from the infernal regions to give an 
audience forafew moments. After this pro- 
<ramme is flied then come musical instru- 
ments ofa heavenly order, far transcending 
anything ever heard before. This music con- 
tinues until about 1 p. m., when a general 
roli-call ends the performance. 

These nightly visitations and apparitions 
have caused a terror and almost a general 
stampede among those having property 
within rifle-shot di ce of these mils. 
The existence of thé bulld has been 
threatened time and again, but the de- 
mons who hold sway in the mill keep 
a Vigilant guard over the property. The citi- 
zens on the north side of the river have re- 
postesty warned the officials of the Union 

„eile Rallway Uo. that this old building has 
lived beyond its usefulness and its safety is 
not secure, and at any moment it is liable to 
be in flames, notwithstanding the strong 
guard of spirite that many suppose are there 
in the evening. The above isa plain state- 
ment of the old haunted mill that for four or 
five years bas been a spectre to all the inhabi- 
tants thereabout.

Railroad Commissionefs Examining Into 
the Charges of Unreasonable Rates.

CARTHAGE, Mo., March 26.—To-day Railroad 
Commissioners Breathett, Downing and Hen- 
nessy are here to examine into the charges 
and hear complaints made by the Jasper 
County Farmers’ Association in regard to un- 


_ and unreasonable rates charged from St. 
ouis. Judge T. J. Portis for the Missouri 
Pacific and E. D. Kenna for Frisco, with C. v. 
Lewis, freight agent for the Missouri Pgcific, 
and 6 W. Cole tor Frise are 
in attendance. Mr. T. B. Hat&hawont 
appears for the committee. 8. W. Blodgett, 
court stenographer, has been engaged by the 
commissioners to take down the testimony. 
The investigation is being held at the City 
Hall, which is crowded with farmers,who seem 
entirely in earnest in the matter. T. B. Haugh- 
a wont, after W. G. Downing had called tne 
meeting to order, stated the complaint as 
to the charges set forth relative to dif. 
ferent classes of freight. Mesers. Portis 
and Kenna, for railroads, contended that the 
examination should notinclude general mer- 
chandise, as it affected farmers so insignifi- 
cantly, Mr. Haughawont reminded the rail- 
road attorneys that the old argument of 
next to no freight on a suit of clothes dic not 
cover allthe question, Farmers buy largely 
of hardware and machinery. He also showed 
that since the agitation begun the farmers 
now get within from 5 to 7 cents 
of St. Louis prices for wheat, whereas they 
used to get from 15 to 20 cents leas. He pro- 
osed to show that the rates charged from St. 
Auis were not in keeping with rates 
charged in Iowa, IIIInois and other States. 
Witnesses were examined and when merchan- 
dise only was mentioned Portis and Cole 
always asked who consumed them. 
The railway attorneys wished to 
have the examination confined to charges 
made within the State, but Mr. Haughawont 
contended that to establish the claim tnat 
rates were unjust and unreasonable he had a 
right to show that for like service th other 
States and for greater distances muen less 
charges were made. The investigation is ex- 
citing much interest all through this region 
and may continue for days, as the commis- 
sioners express a determination to fully cover 
the question.

/ -@TATE CELEBRATION. 


The celebration in this city of the on- 
tennial of Washington’s inauguration has 
taken such shape that the fitting culmina- 
tion of it would be to make it a grand 
commemoration of that important his- 
toric event in which the whole State will 
participate. 

That the State as a State should recog- 


nize the date of the beginning of our con- 


stitutional government in some appropri- 
ate manner is admitted by all citizens. 
When the entire country was invited to 
take part in the celebration at New 
York representatives were appointed for 
Missouri and a resolution was tntroduced 
in the Legislature appropriating $15,000 to 
defray the expenses of a military display. 
The resolution was defeated for political 
reasons, but the sentiment was so strong 
in favor of some observance of the day 
that it was proposed to have the resolu- 
tion reconsidered. 

Circumstances have changed. At the 
suggestion of the Post-DISPaTCH an en- 
thusiastio movement has been started to 
have acelebration herein St. Louis. It 
is heartily indorsed by officials and citi- 
zens. Mayor ALLEN and President Cox of 
the Merchants’ Exchange have joined 
in calling a meeting of citizens 
for Thursday afternoon to inaugurate 
the practical work of arrangement. 
St. Louis has never yet made a failure of 
similar events in the past and this will be 
no exception to the rule. 

While the entire State will be invited 
to join in this celebration there should be 
a formal participation init by the State 
authorities. This is the only Missouri city 
in which there will be a celebration of 
grand proportions. It is the chief city of 
the State and has abundant conveniences 
and hotel accommodations for a celebra- 
tion on the largestscale. Every militia 
company, every patriotic organization, 
every city and town in the State should 
be represented here on April 30. 

The objections which would apply to the 
appropriation of money for a State dis- 
play in New York do not apply here. The 
expenses of providing a military display 
for New York would cut down the display 
to the smallest proportions. In St. Louis, 
the same amount of money would pro- 
videa handsome, distinctive State dis- 
play. The Governor and his staff, the 
Adjutant-General and his staff, the mili- 
tia, the State officials and legislators 
should take part in it. 

The Governor has favored the recogni- 
tion of the day by the State. He should 
be heartily in favor of a celebration in his 
own city. Let him recommend proper 
action and an appropriation by the Legis- 
lature for the representation of the State 
in St. Louis. The result will be worthy 
of Missouri and her chief city.

MATTHEWS’ SUCCESSOR. 

The death of Justice MaTTHEWS makes 
one vacancy on the Supreme Bench, and 
Justices BRADLEY, MILLER and FIELD 
are all over 70 years of age and entitled 
to retire on full pay for life. Justice 
BLATCHFORD is 69 and will be entitled 
to retire on full pay in 1892. So Presi- 
dent HARRISON will probably have the 
appointment of a majority of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, even if no more of 
them die. ' 

He can, therefore, appoint some other 
man to succeed MATTHEWS and still 
dangle a seat on the Supreme Bench be- 
fore Judge GRESHAM’S eyes until after 
the election in 1892. If he had a sure 
thing on but one Supreme Court vacancy, 
it would be a good stroke of policy to 
give that one to Judge GRESHAM 
and thus shelve a man whom 
circumstances may make a very 
formidable anti- administration candi- 
date for the Republican nomina- 
tion in 1892. But as the matter stands, he 
retains that shelving power to the last 
needed moment, and can probably have 
BRADLEY’sSor MILLER’S place for GRESHAM 
whenever he wants it. 

In the meantime ali the great corpora- 
tion influences that nominated Harrison 
are rabidly opposed to GRESHAM, and 
Quay’s boodlers will never consent to the 
promotion of the judge who described 
them so aptly when he said of DuprxEy’s 
blocks-of-five, ‘‘It is the Pharisees who 
have done this.’’ It is far more likely that 
the successor of MATTHEWS will be the 
judge whose revised instruction to the 
United States Grand-jury at Indianapolis 
prevented the indictment of DupLEy.

Even as 
Congressman, before he had any official 
connection with the departments, he 


made a reputation as a spoils grabber and 


spy. The Wortp reprints a letter written 
by him in 1869 to the Appointment Clerk 
of the Treasury, in which he gives a black 
list of clerks in the Government service 
whom he acoused, upon what he consid- 
ered reliable information, of being un- 
friendly to the administration. The ap- 
pointment of such a mousing owl to as- 
sist CLARKSON in running the Post-office 
Department while WaNnaMAkER devotes 
himself to Sunday-school addresses, does 
not promise much in the way of advanc- 
ing reforms of the civil service. 


Harrison e Chilly Manners. 
Washington Special to the Philadelphia Times. 

The complaints of President Harrison's 
chilly receptions to applicants and their 
friends are no longer emothered murmurs; 
they aré open and general. The President 
seems to assume that applicants and their 
friends are all to be dealt with at arm’s 
length, and he applies the same rule to all, 
regardless of their distinction. Icould name 
several very prominent Philadelphia business 
men who were ardent supporters of Harrison 
and liberal contributors, and who would 
accept nothing for themselves, as ilius- 
trations of this want of cordiality or even 
respect exhibited by the President to those 
who seek to advise about appointments. If 
this want of cordiality was confined to im- 
portunate applicants it might be excused; but 
he is equally chin to all. There have been 
fully a hundred leading men to see the Presi- 
dent since the inauguration in the interest of 
others, who will not soon visit him again be- 
cause of the repulsive mannerin which they 
were received. The politiciansand applicants 
w ill have to visit him and take the cold bath, 
but business men who want nothing for them- 
selves will not be likely to make a second call 
upon Harrison. 


Logan’s Friends at the White House.

Several friends of John A. Logan have tried 
in vain for recognition atthe White House. I 
do not suppose it is any secret that between 
those tw@ men and their families there was an 
impassable gulf. I understand that Mrs. Lo- 
gan, in one of ber moments of grief, said to a 
friend, referring to Blaine and his 
friends: They have killed my bus 
band.’’ I kaow myself that Logan 
said to me once in a spirit of distress 
that was pitiful; ‘‘My life has been in vain. 
The work Idid for my country counts for 
nothing. Every time my name is mentioned I 
hear the cry of rebel and friend of the South. 
They will never let it die.“ He bad been 
talking about Blaine and his friends. Logan's 
nephew was the first man who asked for an 
appointment under Harrison, and he was the 
first man to be siaughtered. The only thing 
I heard against bim was that he bad been in 
office so long. I don’t know of a man who has 
been in office any longer than Blaine.

A CHAPTER OF HORRORS. 
SARDOU’S STUDY OF INQUISITORIAL CRU- 
ELTY M LA TOSOA.” T 


A Powerful Play and a Brilliant Perform- 
mance at the Grand—Zelie De Lussan 
Moores & Sucedss In “Carmen” at the 
Olymplco—A Charming Performance of 
the Opera by the Boston Ideale—Amuse- 
ment Notes. 


SMALL but concentrat- 
ed cross section of old- 
fashioned hell was 
disclosed at the Grand 
last evening, where 
Fanny Davenport 
made her initial ap- 
pearance in Sardou's 
„La Tosca. 

It was appropriate, 
perhaps, that a Lenten 
audience should get a 
glimpse of what tor- 
ture can be inflicted 
on soul and body. The 
devil who presided at 
the feast of cruelty did 

> pot have horns, «a 
forked tail or a cloven 
foot, visible, at least, 

but he was none the less a devil incarnate, and 
the ingenious refinement of his cruelty was 
exquisitely fiendish. If one really likes to 
shudder, and delights m the sight 
of quivering fiesh being torn into 
shreds, or in the crunch of cruel 
pincers and mangling machinery making 
mincemeat of a humam being, or in the writh- 
ing anguish ofa tortured soul he will really 
enjoy ‘‘La Tosca.’’ 

Sardou is not a dramatic milk.sop. He does 
not shrink from the task of reproducing the 
worst phases of humana nature and of human 
life. He rejects no material as disreputable 
or shocking if it serves his dramatic purpose. 
He is true tojhis aim and terribly realistic in 
the accomplishment of it. He bas made in 
La Tosa“ an ingenious study of cruelty. It 
is a bit ot inquisitorial fendishness,a reproduc- 
tion of the most brilliant Invention of thumb- 
screw activity. The play is magnificently 
wicked in motive and development. It is 
what may be called brililantly excruciating, 
and while holding the attention by a thrilling 
interest which is sustained by masterly in- 
vention it lacerates the feelings with an un- 
filnching, even wanton, severity. It is idle to 
say that people do not find a certain sort of 
fascination in this. People will enter 
chambers of horror sbudderingly, per- 
haps, yet they enter; They will 
frequent the morgue; they will rush 
to get a glimpse of some mangled 
mortal who has been dashed to death and 
gioat over the sight with horror, but unnatu- 
ral interest. It cannot be said that Sardou 
uses motives or incidents which are not par- 
alleled in fiction or the drama. Only he pre- 
sents them with a trenchant power and real- 
ism which make them revelations of passion. 


Even the religious) element has its justification 
in actual life. Theinguisition teaches that in- 
credible cruelty can be linked to religious de- 
votion. 

The dramatist in the play has set himself 
the task of analyzing and reproducing the in- 
tense sufferings and the most powerful emo- 
tions of which womankind ie capable. On the 
other hand, he reproduces the extreme of un- 
ecrupulousness, wanton cruelty and base 
passions of which man ts capable. All the in- 


| terest is centered in La Tosca, the Roman 
singer, and Scarpia, the Roman Chief of Fo- 
1 


ice. Scarpia isthe inguisitor with love and 

assion for his instruments, and La Tosca is 
iis vietim. La Tosea loves the artist 
Mario devotedly and passionately. She is 
a woman ofthat time, intense in her emotions, 
unconventional, impulsive, charming, capa- 
bie of infinite love or hate, quickly moved to 
jealousy. Scarpia koows no scruple which 
could stand in the way of bis ends. As is his 
rule, Sardou dawdles somewhbat in the be- 
ginolng,’* merely outiining his characters. 
Then suddenly the interest begins and the re- 
mainder of the drame is a succession of 
dramatic rockets, each one larger than the 
preceding. The intensity lueresses to a point 
where the spectator ia overwhelmed by the 
flame of dramatic power. 

Tue artist Mario shelters Angelotti, a rebel 
whom Scarpia must arrest. Unable to und 
him he plays on the 2 of Tosca, who 
reveals in her biind fury Mario’s secluded 
villa. Tosca is thus made the betrayer of ber 
own lover and tn the midst of their reconcilia- 
tion tcarpla and his agents appear. In order 
to discover the hiding 22 of Angelotti Scar - 
pia hits upon the flendish expedient of tortar- 
ing Mario in the hearing of Tosca to extort 
a confession from her. He describes to 
her the steel points entering the head 
of her lover and his groans iacerate 
her heart. Imagination cannot picture a more 
ingenious combination of soul and body 
anguish. After a period of supreme and pit- 
labile agony, she confesses to save Mario, and 
accomplishes only the death of his friend and 
his own condemnation to the gallows. The 
curtain falls on the bleeding, staggering figure 
of Mario and the crushed, prostrate form of 
Tosca. Cruelty, however, is not yet satiated. 
The next scene isin Scarpia’s castle. Mario 
is to die at sunrise. Tosca is brought in — 
and heartbroken. Searpla, despite her hate 
and glorying in ber agony, makes a base prop- 
osition to save her lover. With infinite horror 
and disgust she consents. An order is ap-

overs. As Scarpia comes to claim bis re- 
ward Tosca ina moment of frenzy plunges a 
knife into him, and the final tabieau pre- 
sents a trembling, horror-stricken woman 
with averted face placing candles and a cruci- 
fix at the head of the corpse. 

In the last act Tosca telis Mario of his — 
posed release, bids him good-bye and waits 
fearingly for the discharge of the guns. Tnen 
she runstothe fallen Mario and patheticaily 
begs him to rise and follow her. The figure is 
still. She calls, begs, implores. The truth 
flasheson her. Heis dead. The order was a 
fraud. Searpia’s cruelty is victorious after 
death. Witz a shrieking ery of triumph that 
she has killed Scarpia and a denunciation of 
hisagents she rushesto throw herself over 
the parapet and is shot down by the soidiery. 
She crawls to Mario’s body, lays her head on 
his breast and dies. oF 

These are the elements of La Tosca. 
They are of the strongest, and they are treated 
with masterful skill to secure the most stirring 
effect. The single gleams of light are the de- 
votion of Mario to his friend and the devotion 
ot Tosca to Mario. Her devotion, however, is 
of the passionate kind which could be turned 
into cruel hate by joolonsy and would sacri- 
fice honor, all that is dearest, to possess him. 
The play is superb in its ingenuity and its 
fidelity to nature and realistic art. 

Miss Davenport scored a genuine triumph as 
La Tosca. She illumined the opening 
scenes with coquettish vivacity and and bright 
unconventional love passages, and in the 
tragic portions of the play she delineated

“OLD LEATHERMAN,’’ 


The Real Identity of a Famous Tramp in 
Connecticut.. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disrarcn. 

HaRT¥FORD, Conn., March 26.—A private dis- 
patch received here from Ooroner Sutton at 
Sing Sing, N. Y., establishes the identity of the 
tramp found dead on George Dell's farm, Mt. 
Pleasant, asthe famous Old Leatherman“ 
who for a quarter of a century has been a 
character in Connecticut. It is probable that 
his true history will never be known, for the 


queer old fellow could never be induced to 
speak a full sentence either in English or in 
the language of France, of which 
he was a native. The story generally 
accepted, although its origin is unknown, is 
that his name was Jules Bourglay and that he 
was a native of Lyons. In early manhood he 
fell in love with the daughter of M. Laron, a 
leather manufacturer, but her father objected, 
as Bourglay was without means. Finally M. 
Laron took bim into bis employ as a confiden- 
tial clerk, this being about 1857. Business de-

THE MYSTERIOUS WRECK, 


WHATTHE BARK VASCO DAGMA SIGHTED 
AT SEA. 


A Sunken Steam Launch and a Corpse With 
a Life Buoy—The Conserva Believed to be 
Saie — Later Developments Indicating 
That the Propeller Nanticoke Was the 
II- Fated Vessel. 


By Talegraph to the Poasr-DisPaton. 

New Tonk, March 2%.—A sunken steam 
launch and a corpse with a life buoy around it 
were sighted on Sunday by the Portuguese 
bark Vaseo Dagama withic forty miles of the 
spot where the Maliory Line steamer Color- 
ado, on the day bafore, picked up the bodies 
of two men ona life raft. Capt. Gaellio, of 
the Vasco Dagama, which sailed from Maran- 
ham forty-five days ago, arrived in the At- 
lantlo basin, Brooklyn, yesterday, says that 
there was nothing on the launch to 
indicate its name or that of the 
vessel to which she was attached. 
The story of the find of the Colorado and the 
statement that some shipping men believed 
that the lost ship was the Conserva, late of 
Madrid, the Haytian gunboat that left this 
port for Samana last Tuesday to en- 
gage in tha civil war down there in the inter- 
est of Gen. Hippolyte, caused some conster- 
nation in the office of Kuhnbart & Oo., the 
agents ofthe vessel. The Maritime Exchange 
people were inclined to believe that 
it must have been the Oonserva 
that was wrecked, when they 
received 2 telegram ‘from Boston 
reporting a clew discovered by the steamer 
Gate City at that port from Savannah. Her 
Captain stated that at 11:30 in latitude 38.11 
longitude 76.80 (this longitude must be wrong, 
for the point Indicated would be on land), she 
passed a metallic life boat and one lapstreak 
boat, the latter newly painted white. The 
first three letters of the name of the large 
boat looked like ‘‘Con.’’ The Gate City also 
passed a sofa and other wreckages. A third 
boat further away was notexamined. It was 
plain that all three were quite empty. There 
was a large quantity of wreckage about. 

SLENDER CLEWS. 

Henry J. Kuhnhart, Jr., declares that there 
were no such articles as these on the Con- 
serva. She had no metallic lifeboat, he is 
sure. Early in the day he sent for O. L. Peter - 
sen of 120 Broad street, who painted the Con- 
serva. This gentleman said that the name of 
the vessel was plainly marked on her life rafts. 
No name, except that of the maker, Jonathan 
Cones*® of Wilmington, Del., was upon the 
death raft found by the Colorado. 

Second Officer Thomas of the Mallory 
boat says that the raft had not 
been painted for several months. This 


description does not seem to apply fo the 
Conserva’s rafts, which were pain just be- 
fore she left port. One fact w interesting, 
bowever, and that is the Haytien gunboat 
carried such a steam lauch as was seen by the 
Vasco Dagama. Before the Couserva left port 
there was a rumor that she was to be de- 
stroyed by a dynamite bomb, with clock work 
attachment to be smuggled aboard by some 
enemy of Gen. Hippolyte. This gave rise to 
many lurid rumors yesterday, and in 
the eyes of many Gen. Contreras, who 
is not now in New York, appeared as a 
patriot. They thought that he had caused 
the Conserva to be biown up. Everything that 
can at this moment be said about the lost 
steamer must be speculative. If guesses count 
for anything a very good one must be that the 
wrecked steamer was the Britisher Yedman- 
dale, of about 3,000 tons burden, that was 
sighted in distress twenty-four hours before 
the corpses were picked up, about 133 miles 
away. The Yedmwandale, Capt. Shearer, left 
New Orleans for Rouen, via Newport News, 
week before last. She left Hampton roads on 
Saturday, March 16. On Tuesday, March 19, 
she was spoken by the British brig G. B. 
Lockhart from San Domina City in latitude 
86.45, longitude 73.02. The Yedmandale had a 
heavy list to starboard and her decks were 
nearly to the water’sedge. She signalled the 
Lockhart—‘‘machinery disabled; sails blown 
away. Report me by telegraph to Lioyds.’’ 

ANOTHER STEAMER SIGHTED. 
Ihe steamer Flambourough sighted a 
steamer in distress last Friday in 36 degrees 
north, 71 degrees 50 miles west, the descrip- 
tion of which corresponds with that of the 
Yedmandale. Another steamer was standing 
by hoer, ving assistance. If that 
steamer ha taken the Yedmandale in 
tow ihe course steered may have been for 
the Chesapeake, the nearest waters in which 
she could be repaired. The coursefrom that 
point for the Chesapeake would be east by 
north, aquarter north. If the Yedmandale 
had gone or had been towed 1383 miles she 
would have reached the exact spot at which 
the bodies were found, 0 
A theory built from this is that the Yed- 
mandale was taken in tow, but was lost dur- 
ing the storm of Friday night and subse- 
quently wrecked, being at the mercy of the 
winds and sea. Ifthat is so, where is the 
steamer that stood by her? The fittings seen 
afloat are such as might belong to the Yed- 
mandale. The latter was built at South 
Shields, England, in 1884. 

THE PROPELLER NANTICORE. 

Some doubt was expressed as to the safety of 
the wooden prope Nanticoke, 250 tons, 
which left Baitimore last Friday for Aruatan, 
Guatamala. She had sofasand joinery work, 
such as seen adrift and it is belleved she car- 
ried a steam launch. She had recently been 
sold to a syndicate, which put 400 tons of coal 
aboard her—more than was thought safe. 
Some folks thought she was not seaworthy. 

The steamer Athos, from Oosta Rica, sighted 
the Yedmandaleand so did the Oity of Para. 
The City of Alexdrafrom Havana, sighted on 
Friday afternoon the poop deck of a ves- 
sel, wy a wash, water combings of a 
a t painted white, companion ways and 
a hatch.

Was It the Nanticoke. 


NEw YORK, Mareh 26.—The concensus of 
opinion among shipping men here is that the 
steamer lost off the Virginia coast last week 
wasthe Nanticoks from Newport News, Va., 
for Ruatan, Honduras, which was loaded 
down to the gunwales. The supposition is 


that the Nanticoke encountered the equinoc- 
tial gales and, being dangerously loaded, 
could make no headway and put put back for 
Chesapeake Bay. In this attemptshe prob- 
ably foundered. It is no longer believed that 
the Conserva was the unfortunate vessel. 
The Nanticoke recently had ullt on 
the deck a saloon seventy-five feet long, 
with staterooms. This saloon, it is said, 
proves a source of danger, rendering 
he vessel top heavy. The saloon was painted 
white and had extension 8, panels and 
alarge number of loose chairs, all painted 
white. This would correspond with the de- 
scription of the wreckage seen drifting off the 
coast. She bad a crew of thirteen or fourtoen 
men. The Oonserva, on the other hand, was 
n 8 vessel and bad not on 
board within 400 tons of her usual cargo. She 
ie double steel-plated and especially fitted to 
withstand such as were last 
There are no loose fittings about her, 
such as were seen adrift, and her chairs, 
saloon panels, etc., are „ not white.

Heretofore 
the commissioners have never extended the 
jurisdiction over any but steerage passengers.

hibited class, come over as second cabin and 
intermediute passengers, and simply because 
they travel in an aristocratic section of a ves- 
sel they are permitted to land without any 
questioning. It ia to prevent the landing of 
these people and for a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the prohibitory act thatthe commis- 
sioners took this step. Ataspecial meeting 
yesterday afternoon Commissioner Stephen- 
son introduced two resolutions, the first au- 
thorizing the officers of the commission who 
board incoming vesseis from foreign ports to 
make an examination of alien passengers on 
arriving vessels.

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THE PRECINCT CHANGES, 


DEFEATED IN THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES 
LAST NIGHT. 


The Vote Will Probably Be Reconsidered on 
Thursday—A Double Car Track on Grand 
Avenue—A New City Hall Still Far in the 
Future—No Elevator Inspector—The B. 
PF. I.—Municipal Matters. 


The bill providing for the division of a num- 
ber of the voting precincts in the city was 
defeated last night in the House of Delegates. 
Some time ago Recorder of Voters Henry W. 
Williams found that in several of the exist- 
ing precincts the number of registered 
voters was more than 1,000, which is the 
limit allowed. Todo away with this excess 
the Recorder proposed to divide into nearly 
equal parts those precincts which were over- 
crowded, it being easier to do this than to re- 
arrange and renumber all of the precincts in 
the city, especially as the time in which ‘the 
work would have to be done was too short. 

The bill passed the Council without any 
trouble and was recommended by the House 
Committee for passage. Last night when it 
came up for engrossment it -was voted down. 

Some ofthe members did not understand 
exactly what the bill was and the matter will 


in all probability be reconsidered on next 
Thursday evening and another vote taken. In 
that case if the bill is passed it will go into et- 
fect immediately, the books in the rder’s 
office will be changed and the new precints 
voted from at the election next Tuesday. 


The People’s Railway. 

The amendment made by the Council to the 
People’s Rallway extension bill failed to meet 
with concurrence in the House of Delegates 
last night.

The ordinance provided an inspector at a 
salary of $1,200 a year to look after all of the 
elevators in the city, to see that they were 
safe and in good order, that they were run by 
competent persons and otherwise complied 
withthe regulations set down in the ordinace. 
The inspector was to be under the authority 
of the Boller Inspector. 


In Danger of Defeat. 


The Council last night made the new City 
Hall ordinance a special order of business for 
the next meeting to be held on Thursday 
night. Theordinance does not exactly pro- 


vide for the erection of the hall, but is 
for the purpose of authorizing the 
Mayor to advertise for plans and 
specifications fora building to be located in 
Washington Park to cost not more than 
$1,000,000 and to be a fire-proof structure, the 
outside wails of red Missouri granite.

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THOS. STEVENS IN ADEN. 


HE WRITES OF THE STRANGE SIGHTS OF AN 
ARABIAN TOWN, 


The Around - the- World Bicyclist on His Way 
to the Heart of Africa-—The Streets In- 
fested With Beggars and Homeless Chil. 
dren—The Camel Market—The Effects of 
British Rule.

DEN, Arabia, Febru- 
uary 5.—Eight days at 
Aden. It seemed like 
a sentence of eight 
days in jail, for Aden 
is widely known as a 
very warm sort of pur- 
gatory—about the last 
stage, 60 to speak, on 
the high road to 
Hades. It is one of 
the chief links in Dis- 
raeli’s great ‘‘chain 
of torta“ connecting 
England and India, 
the riveting and per- 
fecting of which the 
master mind of the 

. great Conservative 
oved to contemplate ,and to which, 
brief premiership, he contributed 

7 of Oypress. 

Me Gibraltar, Aden is of vast importance 
to’England from a strategic point of view. It 
is a worthy rival of the great fortress rock of 
southwest Europe as a factor in the naval and 
commercial supremacy of Britain in the East 
and in policing the ocean road to India. Ere 
long it will rival Gibraltar in strength too, 
Day by day, as weeks, months and years roll 
around, with the persistent industry of coral 
insects building areefthat shall endure for 
ever, the British are blasting, boring, tunnel- 
ling, building, grading the grim volcanic 
rocks on which are perched the town and 
camp of Aden. The population, including 
Shaikh Othman, is about 40,000. 

As a place of abode this little volcanic pe- 
ninsula, jutting out so 
boldly from the south 
roast of Yemen, bears 
the curse of an evil rep- 
utation. People dwell 
on ite heat and its un- # 
healthfulness and the 
monotony of existence 
here in language that f 
not always elegant 1e 
usually forcible. Anee- . 
Gotes and local jokes 
always havea sulpbur- 
ous odor about them, 
and the crust that di- 
vides Aden from Ge- 
henna issaidto be pe- 
cullarly thin. One Brit- : 
ish officer who owned Native Watercar- 
estates in both places, rier. 
used to spend his summers in the society of 
bis departed comrade’ in the latter place, on 
account of the comparative coolness of the 
climate there, and his winters in Aden. Per- 
sons like to die at Aden, if uncertain of their 
destination, are always advised to 
take their overcoats. Such is 
Aden as it is understood and 
talked about by the knowing customers one 
meets aboard the F. 4 O. steamers. The 
climate was pleasant enough, however, as the 
Valetta cast anchor in the blue waters of its 
harbor on January 29, nine days out from 
Brindisi. About 8 deg. Fahrenheit in the 
shade it was, and air and sky at least were 
perfection. Of theeartband its appearance 
one is compelled to use quite different 
la ©. The rugged volcanic hills and 
erags, on which no green thing is visible, are 
mdeed stern and torbidding. They seem to 
warn the passengers on the steamer away, 
assuring them, with mute eloquence, that 
there is absolutely no inducement 
for them to come asbore. Many take the hint 
and content themselves with the refiection 
that there is nothing to be seen or done if they 
land. Bet your correspondent was to land 
and waittill February 6 to connect with the 
‘*British India’’ steamer Bagdad for Zanzi- 
bar. Aden is the half-way station between 
Brindisi and Zanzibar, the time between 
Aden and the latter place being twelve days. 

As six sturdy Arab boatmen rowed us asbore 
there came swarming about our larger craft a 
firet of tiny cockie-shell boats. These boats 
are little bigger than the hajfiehell of the an- 
nual prise pumpkin at Topeka or In- 
dianapolls, and each is paddied by a 
slim young Somali boy, who site in 
the bottom. These youngsters are the famous 
divers of Aden, who gain a livelihood by 
diving for coins tossed into the sea by steam- 
ship passengers curious to witness their per- 
formances. Toss asixpence carelessly into 
the sea, and as it touches the water ‘‘flop, 
flop, op go from three toa dozen of these 
diminutive divers head-formost after it. Be- 
tore you can count eix they are back into their 
boats, the lucky one grinning a broad grin as 
be displays the coin preparatory to stowing it 
away in his cheek. 

These youths seem strangely like human 
frogs, built chiefly of arms and legs, and they 
flop into the water and clamber with aston- 
ishing ease back into their tiny craft. Every- 
body wonders why the sharks, which are 
nemerous here, don’t gobble up these 
darin young amphibians. One of them 
— just about make a good mouthful 
for a Red Sea shark. Strange to say, they are 
never molested. A one-legged Somaliof 40 
or so is pointed out to the tourist on the 
streets as a former diver and «a victim of Mr. 
Shark’s voracity, but hisis the only case of 
the kind known to the city. Some say the 
boys are too quick for the sharks, and that 
the latter, having found it out pease 82 no 
longer pay any attention to them. hers 
assert that, like the crocodiles and the buffa- 
joes of the Indus, the Somali boys and the 
sharks get along so well together that they 
actually fraternize at times, and that the for- 
mer have been known to dive under a shark 
and pat him familiarlyon the stomach. How- 
ever all this may be, the little black fellows 
are quite fearless, and accidents from 8 


are singularly rare. 
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Coffee furnishes the chief item of export in 
Aden. All the coffee that formerly reached 
the sea by way of far-famed Mocha, from the 
coffee gardens of Yemen, now comes to Aden. 
They could now very appropriately change 
the name of ‘‘Mocha coffee’’ to ‘‘Aden 
coffee ;'’ for that brand of the berry derived 
its name and fame simply from the name of 
the port through which it reached the West- 
ern markets. The secret of this change, 
ut, is that Aden is under British rule, 
le the port with the famous cognomen, 
sug apg of 2 coffee, belongs to 
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their potey of unrestricted commerce. Al- 
though the Arabs of Yemen are among the 
most conservative peopie on earth and abbor 
above all things change, and moreover detest 
the infidel, in twenty-five years from the in- 
troduction of free trade in Aden, Mocha was 
depopulated and ruined and Aden had 1 
into its present very considerable importance. 

The United States imports more coffee from 
Aden, by the by, than any other country ex- 
cept France, and since we take a su lor 
quality while France takes the less valuable 
grades, we stand atthe head of the list. We 
also take more skins than any other country. 
and, next to India, the most ivory. The coffee 
comes in to Aden from the inter ſor on camels, 
and much aiso reaches the piace in Arab 
dhows from — ports. The Amer- 
ican Consul here, Mr. eney, is conn 
with the coffee trade. He represents, besides 
Uncle Sam in his official capacity, a large 
commercial firm in New York, with branches 
throughout the East. 

A visit to his cleaning, sorting, weighing 
and packing rooms was quite interesting. The 
coffee comes into Aden both in the husk and 
the green berry. The husks are removed by 
machinery and sold tothe Arabs, who use it 
instead of the berry in making coffee. One 
wonders that these husks, which seil for next 
to nothing, are not imported by American 
merchants for pur s of adulteration in- 
stead of chiccory. ut perhaps it’s a mistake 
to suppose that our grocers adulterate at ail. 
As regards export and import, we have the 
same old story to tell at Aden as at Japan and 
so Meny Other parte of the world. t Aden 
last year the United States bought nearly five 
times as much as she sold. As to shipping, 
our enterprising representative here, who has 
been here two years, has seen the flag of his 
country proudly toying with the breeze on 
several occasions during his term of office. 
Bat these occasions were when men-of-war 
baited bere; not a single merchantman bas 
been seen, 

The one ‘‘lion’’ of Aden is the system of 
reservoirs or water tanks, of which the readers 
of the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH have heard. We 
drove out there, the Consul and the SUNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent together, the 
day alter my arrival. They are really worth 


seeing. Yemen is famous for its storage res- 
ervoirs, anyhow, and the idea is very ancient, 
In the interior they cultivate the coffee on ter- 
races, and above all are reservoirs for catch- 
ing the drainage of the hills and Irrigating the 
eoffee. Thetanks at Aden, however, were 
made to supply thetown with water. There 
is no vegetation to nourish and the wells with- 
in easy distance of Aden are brackish. Within 
the crater are said tobe fifty tanks, with an 
estimated capacity of 30,000,000 gallons. 
Twelve have been cleaned out and repaired 
and recently a large one has been added by a 
Parsee company as a private speculation. The 
capacity of these is about 12,000,000 gallons. 
The reservoirs form a chain, one below 
another, arranged to catch the drainage of the 
surrounding rocks, which slope up end away 
toa height of, in one place, near 2,000 feet. 
Three hours’ heavy rain is said to be sufficient 
to fillthem. Their origin is lost in remote an- 
tiquity. But the rainfall at Aden is sol 

and uncertain, thatsince their restoration 
was begun by the English in 1886 they have 
been filled but four times. They are partially 
filled once, and sometimes oftever, in a year. 
This ancient system of water supply is no 
longer relied on to supply the town. The 
only effect of a rain and overflowing tanks 
these days is to give the poorer natives cheap- 
er water. All water has to be bought in Aden, 
just like any other commodity. Cundensing 
engines now supply the city with 60,000 gal- 
lonsa day of excellent water. The Govern- 
ment has condensers for the use of the garri- 
son, and issues rations of water, from ten 
— daily to an officer to a and a half 
or each child of a native camp-follower.

MILLIONS IN IT, 


Some Interesting Facts About the American 
Trotting Business. 

A correspondent of the Horseman this week 
gives the following interesting facts regarding 
the affluence of the American trotting busi- 
ness: 

The amount of capital invested in the bus!- 
ness is enormous, and ite rapid growth is 
almost startling. It is !mpossible for us to 
alve accurate figures concerning the capital 


invested, but we can give an approximate 
statement of the investment or value of a few 
leading farms, and we think we violate no 
confidence in doing so. We know that 
a number of breeding establishments 
make yearly estimates of their property, 
or as merchants term it, take account 
of stock. At the disposal sale of the Glenview 
estate more than „000 was ized. It is 
impossible to estimate the value of the Wood- 
burn trotting Interest, because the grand es- 
tate ls devoted to varied interests, but it de- 
rives its great fame and its largest income 
from the trotting-horse department. There 
are three stallions, Belmont, Harold and Lord 
Russell, whose service fee is $800, and two at 
a fee of $200. Mr. Brodhead is not an advocate 
of excessive stud service, and about forty-five 
mares to each horse is his limit. There are 
fifty-one brood mares on the place, which 
would leave about thirty-five outside mares 
to each horse; suppose the number to 
be evenly divided and the income from 
stallion fees would be about 340, 000, 
besides the value of the forty-five resident 
irares. Suppose we only estimate their ser- 
vice worth the same as to outsiders, and the 
total would be about $53,000 for stud fees alone, 
supposing all the mares to be in foal. But as 
this is not probable, and 70 per cent would be 
a fair estimate, we have an assured income of 
not less than $35,000 from stud fees. Fifteen 
thousand dollars each was paid for King 
Wilkes and Failis, but we do not suppose an 
offer of $25,000 would be entertained. Itis 
certain Beimont, Harold and Lord Russell 
would not befor sale, but for sake of argu- 
ment suppose we estimate the five at $25, 
each, and we have a total of $125,000 for the 
Ave stailions. 

There were fifty brood mares, which we 
think at auction would bring more than an 
— of $4,000, which makes a total! of 200, 
000. hen there are a large numberof colts 
and fillies which would certainly bring an av- 
erage of $2,000, which would swell 
the estimate to at least $100,000 more. So that 
in the trotting stock alone, we bave an esti- 
mated total of about $450,000 in this branch of 
the business alone, saying nothing of the 
land. It is only just to say we have made 
this estimate from our knowledge of the 
stock, and without consultation with Mr. 
Brodhead. The sales last year were over 
$100,000. The Highland Farm, the home 
of Red Wilkes, Wilton and Sentinel Wiikes, 
is a young institution, and ite brood 
mares are young and have not the reputation 
of those at Woodburn, but we know its valu- 
ation is about $300,000. Red Wilkes stands at 
$300, Wliton at $200, and Sentinel Wilkes at 5100, 
and the sales in the past twelve months were 
about $80,000. At Ash Grove, where George 
Wilkes lies buried, there are eight entire sons 
of George Wilkes, sixty brood mares and 
colts, and fillies enough to swell the total to 
more than one hundred. There are stallions 
there which are not for sale. But no one 
would doubt that at public sale the eight would 
average more than $20,000 each. There are 
sixty brood mares, some of which would sell 
for enormous sums, but a number of them are 
young, and for the sabe of argument we will 
estimate thatthey would sell at auction for 
an average ot $2,000. There are forty-four 


| colts and fillies, and itis certain they would 


sell for enough to swell the sum to $350,000 for 
the stock, without any valuation of land. 
The Forest City Farm bas six stallions, which 
we do not believe Mr. Emery would sell for 
$140,000. He paid at the rate of $25,000 for 
Patron when his record was only 2:19 and 
we know he was recently offered $30,000 for 
Brown Wiikes. We believe that he values 
his establishment at more than $300,000. The 
Jewett farms have five staliions by George 
Wilkes, besides Jerome Eddy and other valu- 
able stallions. They paid $25,000 for Eddy, and 
he paid for himself in two years, and the 
Wilkes stallions, we should think, if they de- 
sired to seil, they would not price them as 
low as an average of $20,000. Their farms, 
brood mares and colts would certainly swell 
the estimate to enormous figures. There are 
many other farms whose value would aporox- 
imate to these figures, but we have given only 
afew as exampies, and in each case the esti. 
mate is our own, and is not based on figures 
given by the proprietors. 


About Firenti. 


About the mighty California mare Firenzi, 
and Mr. Haggin’s reasons for declaring her 
out of the Eastern handicap, Matt Byrnes, her 
trainer, is quoted as saying: ‘‘Well, it was 


just this way: She is in the very best of health 
now, in fact, she was never better in her life; 
but she is a. comparatively small mare, and 
the task some people would have 
me ask of her was, in my opinion, 
entirely too much. In last year’s perform- 
ances she was, of course, properly handi- 
capped, but when L. try to reduce a race 
horse toasellmg plate's level by piling on 
weight, you are very likely to break down the 
horse. Why, she is actually asked to carry 
hurdle weight, It does not happen more than 
three or four times in a man’s life that he runs 
across such a mare as Firenzi; in fact he may 
train horses fifty years without seeing such a 
one. While it may take a lifetime to get such a 
horse it will not take hima year to lose her 
that is, if he asks impossibie things of her. 
Then, again Firenzi is never quite as good in 
the spring as she is later on, and perhaps it is 
just as welltosave her, especially as there 
will be no scarcity of racing; but even if there 
was not another meeting during the year I 
would rather retire herto the stud perfectly 
sound than run the risk of breaking her down. 
She was promptly declared out of all handi- 
caps simply because we did not want the pub- 
lic to bet on her in future books when we knew 
that she would not start.’’

NEW LUMBER DISTRICTS, 


. 


CHANGE IN THE TIMBER TRADE AND ITS 
ADVANTAGE TO MISSOURL 


Northwestern Lumbermen Buying Lands in 
the Ozark Mountainse—The Dearth of 
Available Timber Greatly Exaggerated— 
New Fields, and Where They Are Lo- 


ET people say what 
they will, the log 
Grive this spring,’’ 
said Richard M. Tate 
of Duluth, who is at 
the Southern, ‘‘will 
be nearly if not quite 
up tothe average of 
the last two or three 
years. People who 
have watched the re- 
„ celptsat Duluth and 
— Minneapolis have an 

— des that the num- 
der of feet received 
= — will be far below 
the average, but they fail to take 
into account the fact that where there 
was one saw-mill north of those points five 
years ago there are now three, and that some 
of them are very large and weil equipped. 
They are situated at points remote from the 
larger streams, where the timber has not been 
so closely cut off as is the country near the 
rivers. 

CHANGE IN THE LUMBER TRADE. 

‘*The cause of this is that it has been a dif- 
cult task to drag logs over the snow for miles 
before they could be launched on their south- 
ern trip, and that only the best timber was 
taken. This left a large amount of second 
rate lumber which has only been touched dur- 
ing the past few years and the great bulk 
of it js yet standing. It bas been impracticable 
to bring it to the milis, and therefore the 
mills have been taken to the forests, where 
they now are. It should not be understood 
that this country is unwatered; on the con- 
trary, itis covered by a perfect network of 


creeks, rivulets and lakes, and received from 
Nicollet, the famous explorer, the very appro- 
priate name ofthe ‘‘Undine region. It lies 
between the Red River of the North and the 
western border of the State, and contains 
more lakes than any country of equal area in 
the world. None of the bodies of 
water are large but a man cannot 
go half a mile without striking an 
island-studded lake, and all are connected by 
streams of small size. To float logs through 
this network of lakes, isiands and small 
watercourses is a practical impossibility, and 
the country is too level to give sufficient fall 
to the streams to supply water-power for 
mills. The timber, therefore, has heretofore 
been almost untouched, only the larger logs 
being hauled to the rivers. Cap- 
ital avoided it, because steam had to 
be relied on to run the mills, and there was 
plenty of employment for capital in the 
country bordering on the Mississippi 
and on the Michigan peninsula. 
But the latter is nearly stripped now, 
the Minnesota forests along the large streams 
are innearly as bad a condition and some- 
thing must be done. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Tbe consequence is that a great deal of ma- 
chinery was moved tothe Northwest during 
the last summer and fall, and an immense 
number of small steam saw- mille have been 
built, the timber on the islands was out dur- 
ing the winter, and now there are millions of 
feet ready for sawing. The logs 
are generally small, being on an aver- 
age less than eighteen inches in diameter, 
but there are plenty of them, and if I am any 
judge the output of this year will considerably 
exceed that of last; that is in the number of 
planks, although in feet it may be less. 

„Not content with entering upon this new 
country, many of the largest lumberers haye 
turned their attention southward, where 
the timber districts have been, for some un- 
accountable reason,nearly entirely neglected. 
Southeastern Kentucky is covered with the 
very best hard wood, and the mountains of 
East Tennessee and West Virginia bear 
a great deal of pine, although 
not of the best quality as the 
tree trunks are very generally knotted and 
gnarled to a very undesirable extent. But the 
Kentucky forests are excellent, and compara- 
tively untouched. We lumber men have 
become so accustomed to log 
ing by water and log 
over the snow that we have been 
strangely blind to the advantages of districts 
where both these methods of transportation 
would be impossible. But the paucity of tim- 
ber in the old districts has driven us to seek 
other fields, and we find that the amount of 
lumber available has been greatly overesti- 
mated. Arkansas has fine forests, and the 
same may be said of certain parts of the Indian 


Territory. 

THE MISSOURI FORESTS. 

gut one of the best fields to be found is 
right here in Missouri. Afewof the North- 
western men came to this State last year, and 
bought timber lands. Their mills have not 
fairly gotten to work, but the prospects are 
so excellent that a number more, princi- 
pally from Michgan, with some 
from Minnesota, have been at- 
tracted, and negotiations are now in progress 
which will in all probability result in the —4 
chase of thousands ofacres. I, myself, have 
— returned from tne Southern Ozarks, and 

ave the refusal of a tract several hundred 
acres in extent. The timber is not large 
of excellent quality, and there is p 
of it. The one question that may in. 
volve difficulties is that of transportation 
but I believe that by some improvements in 
the roads that this can be overcome. Should 
this prove to be the case the entire mountain 
— — of Missouri will be transformed, and 
millions of dollars of foreign capital will flow 
into the State.’’
